at the morgue, which are so dramatic 
a feature of French criminal proced- 
ure. With a view to 'bringing a mur- 
derer to confess,e he is taken to the 
morgue, and there brought face to face 
with (he body of his victim.'

artifice is used to make the confronta- 
;ion 
as impressive as possible, as it is 


hoped that the terrible sight -he is com- 
pelled to gaze on will so trouble the 
murderer that he will lose command 
over himself and make a clean breast 
of his crime in his agitation. 
When 


ie'enters the room he can see nothing, 
as the stone bench on which the body 
s exposed is concealed by a curtain. 
The examining magistrate presses him 
with questions, and then, at what he 
considers the opportune moment, gives 
;he signal for the curtain to be pulled 
jack. The murderers who have stood 
this ordearwithput flinching have been 
comparatively few. 
The majority of 


them 'exhibit the utmost terror, and 
mplore to be taken out p£ sight of the 
corpse. There is a chair in the room 
where the confrontations take place, 
n which the majority of the most no- 
torious murderers of 
the last-thirty 


years have been seated. Their names 
are inscribed on its back, one of them 
jeing Troppman, who, just before the 
Tranco-German war, butchered an en- 
ire family. French criminal counsel 
have found that these confrontations 
almost always result in the confusion 
of their clients, have looked into the 
matter, and believe they have discov- 
ered that the examining magistrate 
las no legal right to subject a prisoner 
to this ordeal. For the future they are 
•oing to advise their clients to refuse 
to allow themselves to be taken to the 
morgue, and it seems 'ihat it Is a moot 
point ;whether the authorities will he 
able to convey them thither by force.

FROZEN FOOD INDUSTRY. 


Remarkable Increase in tlio Business In 


the Last Docafle. 


. From the Indianapolis News: Frozen 


food plays a part in the English*- econ- 
omy that we in this country do riot re- 
alize, .although we are", all. .familiar 
enough with cold storage 'houses, and 
refrigerator cars. In 1880 'London re- 
ceived its first consignment 
of 400 


frozen carcasses of Australian she'ep. 
In spite of t>he prejudice against it,- the 
•traffic has grown- until now there are 
eighty-eight vessels engaged 
in 
the 


traffic, with a carrying . capacity 
of 


6,700,000 carcasses pei' annum. lA single 
vessel sometimes -lands at London 70,- 
000 .carcasses of frozen mutton.., At one 
•wharf 
10,000' to. 1-2,00.0 . o f 
such 


carcasses are .handled daily and one 
•warehouse will 'hold 250,000' of-them; 
all are from Australia and New Zea- 
land. Sheep -were imported into Aus- 
tralia with the convicts to Botany'bay 
a little more .than a century ago, and 
with the small population and the vast 
plains for grazing, flocks increased so 
that in: 1S67 a farmer is recorded who 
for four months - of 'the year, -boiled 
down daily from 1,000 to 1,500 sheep 
for their tallow and until 1880 it was 
common in Australia and New Zea- 
land to kill -flocks o£ sheep for- their 
'hides and tallow, leaving the carcasses 
to manure the ground, as used to be 
done with cattle in 
South America. 


-There is a difference between frozen 
and chilled meat. The meat that Eng- 
land .receives from America is chilled, 
•hut that sent from 'Auscralia, 13,000 
miles away, must be frozen. Australia 
and New Zealand .have 
twenty-two 


freezing works in 
operation, whose 


total capacity 
is 
7,000,000 carcasses 


•per annum. One of the results of the 
frozen and chilled meat- trade is that 
people are now able to eat fresh meat 
•who half a century ago could only get 
It as a luxury. Naturally we are less 
dependent on such food than England, 
'but the -growing use 
of 
.refrigerator, 


cars .and cold storage houses is giving 
us a variety of diet that was impossible, 
a. few years ago.

The chain ferry over the Vaal river 


and the Hopetoun bridge over .the 
Orange river are not the only links 
Tvhicb bind Boer to Boer In South Af- 
rica. There are ties of blood and birth 
•which are stronger than either of these 
and which do riot appear either on 
maps or in official documents. 


Not all the Boers of South Africa 


live in the Transvaal. 
The Orange 


Free State Is an independent republic 
in which Boers are the dominant peo- 
ple. In Natal, Cape Colony and vari- 
ous parts of .Rhodesia Boers are to be 
found. 
They are all descendants of 


the same sturdy sailors who landed in 
South Africa more than 200 years ago 
as agents of ~the'Dutch Trading com- 
pany. 


Every one .of these Boers is at heart 


a hater of the British. Each one has 
suffered from British injustice. Many 
have borne arms against the Ruineks. 
While they are separated by arbitrary 
border lines, they are united by scores 
of common bonds which can never be 
severed. 


When the great trek occurred half 


a century ago 'and the majority of 
Boers left Cape Colony.for the wilder- 
ness to the north, a great company of 
these people reached the Orange river, 
that great stream which cuts Africa 
almost in twain. 
Then there was a 


dispute. . Part of the* Boers thought 
they would settle on the northern 
bank. The other part decided to push 
farther north. 


So they divided.. Those who ended 


their trekking by crossing the river 
founded what is now known as the 
Orange l<'ree State. Those who pushed 
on across the river Vaal founded the 
South African Republic. 
< 


It was no serious dispute. Friendly 


relations have always been maintain- 
ed, and the two' governments have al- 
ways treated" with each other in a fra- 
ternal sort of way, but tbe policies of 
the men at the head of the two repub- 
lics have differed somewhat. The lead- 
ers of the Orange Free State have al- 
ways avoided a conflict with the Brit- 
ish. By granting concession after con- 
cession'they have maintained their in- 
dependence. 


The burghersxof the Transvaal have 


not been, so fortunate. 
At one tirno 


they were compelled to ask aid of the 
British 
in 
defending 
themselves 


against the Zulus. The British gave 
the aid. but took toll by annexing the 
state. The Boers protested and finally 
rebelled. Majuba Hill was fought, and 
a weakkneed Britisb cabinet acknowl- 
edged their independence, an act which 
the English have rued ever since. 


The Free State Boers cannot point to 


any such victory as Majuba or Laings- 
nek. They have instead the memories 
of such transactions as the one -which 
wrested from them the Kimbeiicy 
mines. 


When In 1871 diamonds were discov- 


en-ed at Kimberley, Great Britain was 
quick to claim the region now known 
as Griqualand West. As the Free 
State also claimed'it, the Britisb pur- 
chased an old native chief's claims and 
pushed them as its own. Meanwhile 
the matter was referred to arbitration 
by Great Britain in the face of the 
Free State's protest against any arbi- 
tration. 


The umpire of this so called arbitra- 


tion was a Britisb officer. He decided 
In favor of Great Britain. The Free 
State again protested, but by this time 


thousands of unruly miners had arriv- 
ed. Hence the. British claimed with 
justice that they alone were strong 
enough to protect the now turbulent 
region. 
, . 


The Free State was too weak to 


fight, but Mr. Brand, then its presi- 
dent, went to London to make.a last 
protest. Finally the Free State was 
induced to accept $450,000 for the for- 
feiture of its claims. Since the cession 
that property has yielded more than 
$400,000,000 worth of diamonds. 


You do not need to be told that this 


is a memory.which rankles. It is one 
of the bonds wliich bind them to the 
Trausvaal..' 


In all these years that the sister re- 


publics have existed side by side 
there has been much intermarrying. 
Almost every Boer family in each of 
the two states has branches which 
have settled on the other side of the 
Vaal. 


It was quite natural and to be ex- 


pected tiien that a defensive alliance 
should be entered into between the two 
states. It was negotiated by President 
Kruger and signed at Bloemfontein, 
the capital of tbe.Free State. 


One article which is responsible for 


the attitude of the Free State In the 
present crisis provides that if either 
state is attacked the other agrees to 
come to its assistance with its full 
fighting force. Each state undertakes 
to help the other whenever its inde- 
pendence is threatened from without 
or within. That is why the Free State 
burghers are today, in arms beside 
their brothers of tbe Transvaal. 


Burghers of either state can exercise 


the franchise in the other. Interstate 
laws about commando and other sub- 
jects connected with the alliance have 
been passed by both volksraads. There 
exists a federal council, consisting of 
ten delegates, half from each republic, 
which sits every year, alternately at 
Bloemfontein and Pretoria, to discuss 
subjects of .common Interest, particu- 
larly mutual protection,, commercial re- 
lations and proposals touching the fed- 
eral union of the\ two states. 


President Steyn of the Free State is 


a much younger and more progressive 
man than Oom Paul. 'He Is. just 42 
and was born In Winburg, the little 
town where tbe Orange Free State 
was founded and which was Its capital 
when Its independence was recognized 
by England In 1854. 


As a boy' President Steyn- had a 


healthy farm life', which no doubt help-! 
ed to give him his fine physique.. He 
was a good football player at scnoql, 
handy with his fists, a .good rider and 
a good shot. 
.. 


He grew up both clever-and strong, 


reaching a height of fully six feet,' witli 
breadth in. proportion.; Mr. Poultney 
Bigelow says of him: 
'

"The whole expression of his face .is 


eminently 
that 
of 
harmony, 
and 


strength. His nose is a strong one, but 
not, as In Paul Kruger's case, an exag- 
gerated feature of tbe face. Both pres- 
idents have the largo ears characteris- 
tic, of strong men, and both are broad 
between .the check bones; The full 
beard of President Steyn gives him so 
grent an aspect of dignity that I was 
much surprised at learning he was not 
yet 40 years old. . His ample forehead 
adds to this dignity,, and he has also, 
fi'om much poring over books, allowed 
one or two folds of skin to droop upon 
his upper eyelids."

To one (1) quart of lukewarm (not hot) wetting (com- 


posed of equal portions of water and sweet milk, or water 
alone), add two (2) half ounce cakes (1 oz ) of Compressed 
yeast and stir until completely dissolved, then add (1) tea- 
spoonful of silt arid three (3) tablespoonfuls of sugar. 
When salt and sugar are thoroughly dissolved, stir in well 
sifted flour with a wooden spoon until a dough is formed 


; sufficiently stiff to be turned from the mixing bowl to the 


moulding board in a mass. 
(The quantity of fiour used 


to above wetting should be about three (3) quarts, to this 
flour may be' added, with excellent results, about two (2) 
tablespoonfuls lard, if shortening is desired.) 
Knead this 


dough, adding if necessary, a little flour, from time to 
• 


.time until it becomes smooth and elastic and ceases to stick 
to the fingers or mouldboard. 
Then put it into a well- 


greased earthen bowl, brush lightly with melted butter or 
drippings, cover with a bread towel or blanket and set to 
rise in a warm place for two (2) hours, or'until light.' As 
soon as light, knead well arid again place in earthen bowl, 
covering as before, and set for an other rising of an.hour, 
or until light. 
As soon as light, form gently into loaves 


or rolls, place in greased bread or roll , pans, brush with 
melted butter or-drippings, cover again with the towel or 
blanket and let stand for one and one-half (1J^) hours,, 
and then bake.
